The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the features 
claim 1. lines 5, "positioning said at least one semiconductor substrate in said at least 
mold cavity of said transfer mold so that portions of said inner surface of said 
transfer mold abut with said conductive elements of said at least one surface of said at 
least one semiconductor substrate and another portion of said inner surface abuts with 
said back surface of said at least one semiconductor substrate" can not be found in the 
prior art of record. The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 
claimed invention as a whole. 
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Examiner agrees with Applicant's assertion, in Paper No. 16 received 17 June 
2002, page 12, H 3 where the Applicant states, "rather Chia's Abstract teaches I/O pads 
on an under side of an integrated circuit chip 12 and bonding pads on an upper surface 
of a substrate 14, which is formed of a printed circuit board material (Chia, Col. 5, lines 
58-63) and is not a semiconductor substrate."
